ALASKA COAL FOR THE NAVY

THE successful conclusion of tests of 


Alaska coal by the Navy settles a problem 
which has worried the Government for 
many years. It happens that no coal of the 
quality used by the warships is produced 
on the Pacific coast, and from the begin- 
ning the entiret supply used by the Navy has 
been shipped at heavy expense from Penn- 
sylvania, around Cape Horn, to the naval 
stations at Mare Island and Seattle. And 
>ince the warships in the Pacific are 
voracious consumers of steam c.oal it has 
been an expensive business for" the Gov- 
ernment. 


Meanwhile, it is well known that 


enormous areas in Alaska are underlain with 
.coal of high quality. Much of it is said to 
be equal to the best-f ennsylvania and West 
Virginia coal, and it lies in the public do- 
main. But as part of the blundering system 
b> which Alaska has always been governed, 
it was never made available.
